tion. The pile will not 
side slip, diminishing the 
risk of knee and ankle 
ligament tears.

HOLMES HEADS COUNTRY’S 
LARGEST SPORTING 
ORGANISATION | 


JUNIOR soccer at all levels throughout the 
surge in interest and an exploding increase 


The credit for this can 
be attributed to a number 
of factors, but the major 
one is without a doubt 
the professional admi- 
nistration and the man- 
ner in which the affairs 
of the New South Wales 
Amateur Soccer Federa- 
tion are conducted. 

Some three and a half 
years ago the NSWASF 
elected as president Ian 
Holmes who at the time 
was only 25, making him 
the youngest ever leader 
of this organisation. 

The day Ian Holmes 
was elected the 
NSWASF had a turn- 
over of $40,000 per 
annum, and this figure 
has now reached the half 
a million dollar mark, a 
truly spectacular feat. 

Obviously this sort of 
income and expenditure 
was not simply handed 
over to the NSWASF, 
nor were substantial 
sponsors involved in a 
turnover, which would 
probably even surpass 
their NSWASF counter- 
part, the NSW_Federa- 
tion of Soccer Clubs. 

There is no doubt in 
my mind that this 
achievement came about 
the very day that Ian 
Holmes was elected 
president of the 
NSWASF, which is by 
far the largest amateur 
sporting organisation 
throughout Australia. 

Ian Holmes has led 
the way, and it must be 
also mentioned that be- 
hind him and supporting 
his aims are his fellow 
committee members. 
ASW posed a number of 
questions to Ian Holmes 
to establish how in this 
State junior soccer is the 
major football code 
played by schoolboys. 


ASW: When you 
nominated for the posi- 
tion of president for the 
New South Wales 
Amateug Soccer Federa- 
tion did you expect it to 
be a difficult position to 
fill? 

Holmes: When I 
nominated I knew that 
life for the organisation 
in the 80s would not be 
easy. I knew it would be 
a difficult time for the 
sport in NSW. However 
I'did run for the position 
having the greatest confi- 
dence in the ability of the 
NSWASF and the code 
in general to face the 
challenge ahead. 

ASW: What do you 
see as the chief role of 


president of this coun- 
try’s largest sporting 
organisation? 

jolmes: I think the 
prime task of the presi- 
dent of any organisation, 
be it at club, association, 
branch or State level, is 
to set before members 
the things they must do. 
Quite often that entails 
telling people not what 
they want to hear, but 
what they ought to hear. 

ASW: Your election 
to the president’s posi- 
tion at 25 years of age 
was quite exceptional 
given the age difference 
between yourself and 
most other officials at 
State level. Do you think 


it is the beginning of a 
change? 
Holmes: I do think 


that it does indicate the 
torch is being passed to a 
new generation of offi- 
cials on a very gradual 
basis and I say that with- 
out meaning any disres- 
pect to those who have 
carried the burden for 
many years. However 
the new generation has t 
be willing to take up the 
mantle and apply them- 
selves to the responsibili- 
ties that go with it. 

ASW: Because of 
your age the question of 
experience or lack of it 
must often be raised. 
What's your response to 
that? 

Holme: I would 
concede that you can’t 
put an old head on 
young _ shoulders 
However Harry S. Tru- 
man once said: “It is 
what you learn after you 
know it all that really 
counts.” My own view is 
that experience is a 
wonderful thing provid- 
ing it enables you to 
recognise a mistake 
prior to making it again. 

ASW: A lot of new 
initiatives have occurred 
under your leadership of 
the NSWASF. What are 
some of them? 


Holmes: We have 
introduced country rep- 
resentative teams at 
Under 13, 14, 15 and 16 
years of age. There is 
now a full-time Director 
of Coaching, jointly 
funded by the Amateurs 
and the NSW Soccer 
Federation, we have 
established an office 
which gives us a focal 
point for our administra- 
tion. 

Our logo is being 
patented, and we are 
earning income from 
licensing arrangements. 


in the number 


We have introduced an 
administration manual 
and booklets to assist at 
Association and club 
level. Compulsory play- 
er’s insurance for per- 
sonal accident and pub- 
lic liability have been 
bought into affect. 

We have obtained a 
permanent position on 
the Federation of Soccer 
Clubs executive and 
have reached an 
accomodation over the 
Parklea complex, thus 
we have a significant 
role in its future develop- 
ment. Our financial 
structure has been rear- 
ranged to bring us into 
line with other large State 
sporting organisations. 

Q: That is a lot of 
significant changes. 
What has brought these 
changes about? 

Holmes: A lot of 
hard work from a broad 
range of people, some of 
whom are on the State 
committee and others 
who are in the back- 
ground. The important 
thing from my position is 
to continue to maintain 
the squirt of juice 
through the system for 
change. I really believe 
the things we are able to 
achieve in the next few 
years will finally deter- 
mine the future course of 
the game in NSW. 

ASW: What changes 
and or challenges would 
you like to see the 
Amateur Federation 
undertake in the future? 

Holmes: The 
employment of full-time 
staff is a must. We can- 
not continue to function 
and develop our game 
on our present large 
scale without that occur- 
ring. I consider it 
appropriate for the 
Amateur Federation to 
take an active role in 
promoting soccer in the 
schools system. One of 
our management com- 
mittee members has 
already prepared a 
paper which touches on 
these two issues. The 
Amateur Federation 
needs to become in- 
corporated, and its man- 
agement committee re- 
duced in size to an 
appropraite number to 
make up a board of 
directors, who will be 
directly accountable to 
affiliated Associations. 
In the longer term both 
the Amateur Federation 
and the New South 
Wales Federation of 
Soccer Clubs need to 
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State has witnessed a phenomenal

address the question of 
the future of both 
Federations, either as a 


described by some peo- 
ple in the sport as one 
with an extravagant vi- 
sion for the code. How 
do you respond to that 
and is there a place for 
dreamers in our sport? 

Holmes: Well, the 
problem is not dream- 
ing, it is that I don't 
dream big enough 
dreams. There is nothing 
wrong in dreaming and 
having your head in the 
clouds as long as you 
have your feet firmly on 
the ground, The most 
important thing I have 
learnt in the challenge is 
that if you believe in the 
direction you’re going 
and your objectives are 
clear, you can achieve 
sae things. 

ASW: You quite 
obviously have had the 
opportunity to observe 
the sport at senior level. 
What do you think is 
lacking? 


Holmes: The ques- 
tion could inspire @ very 
long response. However 
in brief I believe the 
sport cannot survive with 
a lack of financial stabli- 
ty, lack of identifiable 
goals, lack’ of planning, 
lack of cohesion, lack of 
a strategy and lack of 
quality manpower in key 
areas at the senior level 
of the game. 

ASW: Does your re- 
sponse to the problems at 
senior level indicate a 
criticism of the president 
of the Australian Soccer 
Federation, Sir Arthur 
George? 

Holmes:, No, it does 
not. The man has quite 
obviously given enor- 
mously of himself to the 
game. There are certain 
Sections of the press 
which have treated him 
badly. One of the prob- 
lems in my opinion is 
that he has been badly 
advised by some people 
around him and because 
he has at times been 
surrounded by mediocre 
type persons it has 
tended to make him 
appear a dictator. Thus 
he cops the blame for 
things that are not right 


for the game. 
ASW: The Under

ORGANIZING YOUR 


UNDER 17 YOUTH 
LEAGUE A MUST 


FOR a number of years now this State’s leading junior 
soccer coaches have been strongly advocating the in- 
troduction of a major competition for players once they 


have completed their junior days. 


As it stands now, this 
State’s talented junior 
players, and there are 
many, contrary to popu- 
lar and misguided belief, 
tens of dozens of 
outstanding and potential 
senior players, through- 
out the country. 

But the system which 
is now in operation, that 
being once a player 
finishes his last season in 
the Under 16 Youth 
League, he then has two 
choices. 

‘One is to play in either 
the second or third grade 
side of a State League, 
club, or luckily be one of 
the very few who make 
the jump from Under 
16s, straight into the 
ranks of the NSL club’s 
Under 19 Youth team. 

This State’s leading 
Under 16 players within 
this division basically 
only strive to achieve the 
aim of being selected in 
an NSL’s Under 19 side. 

The other alternative, 
and I do not wish to be 
disrespectful to any State 
League club, but simply 
present the facts as they 
are, is a very poor 
alternative to say the 
Teast. 

It is this alternative 
most players do not 
accept, and as such play- 
ers with outstanding abil- 
ity are lost to the code. 

‘The theory held by 
some is that an Under 16 
player, if good enough, 
should progress without 
difficulty into an Under 
19 side. 

But this enormous task 
for many is simply too 
huge a n, and you 
‘could not seriously con- 
sider a boy of 16 to 
compete in an NSL 
Under 19 side, with first 
team players of immense 
experience, who have 
been either dropped or 
recovering from injury. 

That being the case 
with the creation of an 
Under 17 Youth 
League, junior players 
are gradually given a 12 
month period to experi- 
ence the grind and what 
is required from semi- 
professional players. 

They should be eased 
in without being placed 


under severe pressure. 

There also is no doubt 
that there are a number 
of players who came 
straight from the juniors 
and into an NSL Under 
19 side, and held their 
own on a consistent 


asis. 
But the number of 
players in this category is 
very limited and as such 
the sooner this State’: 
leading officials intro- 
duce an Under 17 
League, more opportu- 
nities will be 
created for the clubs to 
fully realise their dream 
of not having to buy 
imports, but produce 
their very own. 

There have been 
moves from officials 
within the NSL clubs to 
commence discussions 
in forming such a 
League. 
At the recent NSL 
Council of Clubs meet- 
ing, the Marconi ‘dele- 
gate raised the issue, 
which was met with 
general approval by 
most of the clubs. 

Marconi are to be ap- 

plauded in their foresight 
and the other NSL clubs 
should quickly follow 
Marconi’s thinking and 
set about bringing in this 
League for the 1986 
season. 
There is no need for 
lengthy and time-con- 
suming meetings and 
discussions, the NSL 
clubs want an Under 17 
competition, so the 
League's hierachy 
should set about im- 
plementing the clubs’ 
wit 


Unfortunately this 
League would need to 
be approved by the 
NSW Federation of Soc- 
cer Clubs executive, and 
then it would only be a 
formality for the Austra- 
lian Soccer Federation to 
give their blessing. 

We are led to believe 
that the NSW Soccer 
Federation is not too 
keen on the idea as they 
feel it would take players 
from within their ranks. 

But the NSW Federa- 
tion, who over the past 
eight to nine years, have 
been by far_the most 


non-productive 
organisation imaginable. 

Year in year out, this 
organisation failed 
dismally to give this code 
a boost in this State, and 
it was through this that 
New South Wales lead- 
ing clubs felt they had to 
form their own League, 
and as such the National 


of the idea and 
let's go forward and 
progress, and not remain 
stagnant as the Federa- 
tion has for quite a con- 
siderable amount of 


years. £ 

The National Soccer 
League’s general mana- 
ger, Stefan Kamasz, told 
us this week that most of 
the NSL clubs were keen 
to have an Under 17 
competition. 

“At this stage we have 
not reached any decision 
on the matter,’ Mr 
Kamasz said. 

“TI have been in- 
structed by the NSL 
clubs to undertake a 
feasibility study on the 
matter. 

“IT hope to have it 
completed by our next 
meeting which will be 
held in Melbourne on 
October 26. 

“But I feel we would 
need the approval of the 
NSW Federation and 
from there if the State 
body is happy, then the 
ASF I feel would be 
pleased to finally 
approve this competi- 
tion.” 

There is no doubt a 
competition for this age 
group is desperately 
needed in this country, 
and if it were to be 
implemented, it would 
go a very long way to 
help eliminate the loss of 
potentially brilliant 
youngsters from the code 
when they reach the age 
of 16.

TRAINING SESSION 


Framework of a session 


The training session whould be organised into FOUR PARTS: 


Getting ready: 
Involves fun-skill games which incorporates aspects of the 


game together with exercises to emphasize flexibility and 1 
co-ordination development in children. 


Learning: 
This part of the session is spent introducing children to a new technique, or developing 
skill, 


Improving: 
Means sequentially organized drills which offer the opportunity to practise new tech- 
niques, or further develop skills. 


Using: 
Putting what has been learnt in the session into a game situation, Remember, always 


begin and end the session with a game, children will then be more inclined to do drill 
sessions in the middle of the programme. 


‘Any game conducted during the session should reflect technique and sill work planned 
for the practice. 


Questioning 
Promote a response from the group using carefully framed questions. You nged to know 
that they understand. Make sure your information flow is two way. 


Organization 
Make best use of space, time and available facilities. 
© Use an appropriate formation so that group can hear and see coach demonstrations.

The coach’s position in relation to the group when speaking to them is an important 
factor. Both coach and group should be able to see each other clearly. Face the group 
AWAY from such distracting influences as: 

—Sun 

— Other working groups. 

— Traffic. 

Where possible, use the wind to assist voice carrying. SIT, KNEEL or STAND the 
group depending on whether verbal instruction or demonstration is to take place. 


Sensitivity — listen 
Be aware of individual and group reaction by watching and listening. 


While careful preparation does not make a good teach, the coach who has given thought 
to the proposed programme and has tried to anticipate possible difficulties will be in the 
best position to make a success of the coaching. 


Be caring, enthusiastic, patient and understanding. 
Always encourage and have a sense of humour. The 
good coaches can provide all this only when they are 
PREPARED and IN CONTROL of the training session. 
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MANFRED SCHAEFER 
Schaefer made his first 
appearance for Australia in 1967 at 
the Cong Hoa stadium in Saigon

When he arrived at St.George 
from Blacktown in 1963, he looked 
Ps like an eager lumberjack looking 
for a giant forest to clear, when he 
fh retired, with 49 caps under his belt, 
pg he went out as one of Australia’s 
most dependable defenders. 
Few of those who saw it will 
forget him lifting up a giant Korean, 
feigning injury, ina World Cup 
match in Sydney, then, on the 
protestations of the referee, 
" innocently dropping him back to 
"0% =the ground. 
77] Who can forget the way he 
crushed Wolverhampton Wanderers 
attack in Melbourne, the 
extraordinary game he had against 
Israel in 1969, or what he did toa 
poor Iraki player in Melbourne in 
173? 


The Peter Wilson-Manfred 
Schaefer centre-back combination 
| was the most important ingredient 
| of the Australian 1970-74 team. 

The highlight of Schaefer's career 
was playing against West Germany 
and marking the great Gerd Mueller 

in the 1974 World Cup Finals. He. 

retired on his return but was 
appointed coach of St.George in 
1976-77.
